trades unions. Detailed arrange- 
ments have been made to furnish 
the contractor with all necessary 
mechanics and laborers when and 
as they are needed. Workmen who 


{act on their own responsibility and 


go directly to these jobs to apply 
for work will be disappointed, be- 
cause no member of a union will be 
put to work unless and until he has 
been certified through the clear- 
ance office of the union. This ar- 
rangement was made to insure a 
retessary 
workmen who are competent to do 


exact government requirements, It 
also eliminates the loss of time and 
transportation expenses as well as 
the incidental friction that devel- 
oped in the beginning of certain 
other government projects. 


With the exception of the laying} 


off of men because of inability to 
secure lumber, the work on all 
these military camps has proceeded 
with great speed. The _ highly 
trained building trades workmen 
are proceeding in a systematic, or- 
derly, efficient manner’ which 
clearly demonstrates that the union 
building and construction trades 
workmen of California constitute in 
themselves an army of trained,

times, “Are there enough skilled 


workers in the building industry to

AFL Has Helped 
Make Democracy, 
Says Wm. Green 


We Have Overcome the 
“Isms” in Our Country 
Chief of Labor States 


President William Green of 
the American Federation of 
Labor declared this week that 
members of his organization 
stood ready to ‘work, sacrifice 
and fight, if necessary, in defense 


of the American way of life.” 

Speaking at memorial services 
for the victims of the 1898 Virden, 
Ill, riot and for the 21 members of 
the Progressive Mine Workers o 
America who lost their lives in 
jif®erunion mine strife in MTlinois 
since 1932, he said: 


“We have helped to make de- 
mocracy secure by fighting so- | 
cial and economic injustice and | 
obtaining the enactment of a 
great body of social legislation. | 
In these days, when the forces 
of hatred, oppression and dicta- 
torship have engulfed most of 
Europe and are making threat- 
ening gestures toward America, 
we of the American Federation 
of Labor stand stalwartly in 
support of our government, 
ready to work, sacrifice and 
fight, if necessary, in defense 
of the American way of life.” 
Green stated that because of the 

every-day struggles of the rank and 
file as well as the “exalted action 
of the martyrs,” the federation was | 
stronger now than ever before. 

He also said that union organiza- 
tion had established the American 
standard of living ‘on the highest 
plane known to the civilized world,” 
had made possible the progress of 
American industry .and had aided | 
in the preservation of democracy. 

“We have powerfully and 
successfully resisted those who 
would have misled us into the 
false bypaths of communism, 
fascism and nazism, or any 
other un-American doctrine,” 
he said.

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TREATMENT OF INJURED WORKERS, 
UNDER COMPENSATION ACT, ATTACKED 
BY STATE FEDERATION OF LABOR 


Abuses Must Be Corrected or Labor Will Set Up 
Its Own Panel of Doctors, Secretary Says 


Discontinuance of abuses in 


ment accorded injured workers under the workmen's compensa- 
tion act was today demanded of the state industrial commission 
by the California State Federation of Labor. 
Three abuses, in particular, were complained of by Secretary 
oo 


Edward D. Vandeleur of the 
federation. They were: 

1. Use of doctors under sal- 
ary from insurance companies 
to treat injured workers and 
advise on the extent of their 
injuries. 

“It is obvious,’ Vandeleur said, 


“that a physician who depends 
upon an insurance company salary 
for his livelihood is not a free 
agent. Experience has demonstrat- 
ed that he must, in order to con- 
tinue receiving his salary, cut all 
possible corners in order to save 
money for his employer. Workers 
treated by such physicians are very 
often denied proper medical atten- 
tion because of cost. Such doctors 
work in conjunction with the 
claims department of the insurance 
companies and the entire medical 
procedure is carried on with the 
|double purpose of saving the in- 
surance companies medical  ex- 
penses and scaling down the size of 
the ultimate compensation award. 


2. Use of doctors under con- 
tract with insurance companies 
to treat injured workers and 
advise on the extent of their 
injuries. 


“Such doctors usually work for 
insurance companies under  con- 
tracts which give them a percen- 
tage of the gross insurance written 
by the companies in their terri- 
tories,” Vandeleur said. “These con- 
tracts usually provide that such 
doctors, must out of their percen- 
tage, furnish all medical care, hos- 
pitalization when necessary, appli- 
ances, etc. The less medical service 
furnished an injured worker—the 
more the doctors make. 


These doctors operate in a man- 
ner similar to the contractors who 
feed prisoners in some of the more 
backward sections of our country, 
the more they starve the prisoners 
—the more money they make,” Van- 
deleur said. 


“It seems apsurd that an in- 
jured worker, entitled to every 
consideration and protection of the 
law, should be compelled to under- 
go a similar process. 


“Added to these evils of the 
contract system,” Vandeleur 
continued, “are the evils in- 
herent in the insurance com- 
pany salaried doctor set-up. 
The worker certainly faces a 
double set of loaded dice under 
this system.” 

3. Favoritism by the state 
fund in the selection of doctor. 
“Approximately one-third of the 

workers of this state are covered 
by insurance issued by the state 
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connection with medical treat- 


compensation insurance fund,” 
Vandeleur said. “Theoretically 
workers insured by the state fund 
have the right to select their own 
doctors. In practice this fails to 
work out. Those in charge of the 
state fund send these injured work- 
ers to a select clique of doctors on 
the ground that they require the 
attention of specialists. While it is 
true that injured workers often 
need the service of specialists, 
such specialists should be selected 
on the basis of professional com- 
petence and not for political or pri- 
vate considerations. 


“To eliminate these abuses,” 
Vandeleur' said, “the California 
State Federation of Labor is sug- 
gesting the establishment of panels 
in every section of the state of 
competent industrial surgeons, 
with the experience and equipment 
to treat injured workers properly. 
These panels would be prepared,” 
he said, “by a committee composed 
of a representative each from the 
University of California medical 
school, Stanford medical school, the 
various county medical societies, 
the state industrial accident com- 
mission and the California State 
Federation of Labor. Physicians 
with relations to insurance com- 
panies which cast a doubt upon 
their impartiality would be banned 
from these panels, as would also be 
political practitioners.” 


The federation secretary warned 
that if the abuses were not cor- 
rected, the state federation of la- 
bor would set up its own panels of 
doctors, in conjunction with the 
labor unions in the various coun- 
ties, and instruct all injured mem- 
bers to refuse to be treated by doc- 
tors other than those on the panels 
approved by labor. 

“The California State Federation 
of Labor feels that the object of 
the workmen’s compensation act 
has been lost sight of for many 
years. It was enacted for the bene- 
fit of injured workers and not to 
make profits for insurance compa- 
nies or the state fund, and the fed- 
eration is determined to force a 
return to the original purpose of 
the act,” Vandeleur concluded.

Oregon State Supreme Court, 
By 5 to 1 Decision, Outlaws 
——~Vicious Anti-Picket Law 


“Publicizing the Facts of a Labor Dispute 
In a Peaceful Way Is Within the Liberty 
Of Communication,” Judges Rule 


Passed two years ago over the protest of A. F. of L. unions, 


s declared illegal this week by 


statute and the California ordi- 
nance declared repugnant to con- 
stitutional guarantees in _ these 
cases, and the like restrictions on 
the conduct of individuals con- 
tained in the statute here under 
consideration, this court has no 
other alternative than to declare 
the statute unconstitutional. 


“The supreme court has, in 
the cited cases, announced a 
broad construction of the guar- 
antees of freedom of speech 
and the press, and applying this 
conception to laws aimed at 


picketing, has held that public- 
izing the facts of a labor dis- 
pute in a peaceful way through 
appropriate means, whether by 
pamphlet, by word of mouth, or 
by banner, is within the liberty 
of communication which is se- 
cured to every person by the 
14th amendment against abridg- 
ment by a state. 

“It has held, further, that the 
exercise of this right may not 
be abridged by proscribing it 
at the scene of a labor dispute. 
It has declared the streets of a 
city appropriate places for the 
dissemination of views on mat- 
ters of public moment, and that 
labor controversies come with- 
in that category.”

As millions of men stood in line, awaiting their turn, Presi- 
dent Roosevelt went on the air and said the nation was “‘prepar- 
ing to keep the peace in this New World which free men built 
for free men to live in.” 

“Rich man, poor man, beggar man, thief, doctor, lawyer, In- 
dian chief’’—all went down on the roster. Hospitals conveyed ill 
and injured men to registration places on stretchers. Prisons 
turned inmates loose ahead of time that they might get their 
names on the list. 

Son John, youngest of the Roosevelts, was the only one in the 
family to register. Schoolma’ms at Boston drew lots for the 
honor of filling in his card. Pretty Mary Shea got the prize. 

From the cream of the 20,000,000 enrollees Uncle Sam will 
pick 900,000 and train them to walk, ride, shoot and peel pota- 
toes. 

The next step will be to shuffle the cards and give them num- 
bers. Then, between October 26 and November 2, there will be 
a big lottery in Washington, and those drawn will fill out ques~- 
‘tionnaires to determine their classification. A few weeks later 
the first draft of 40,000 will be called into service, this depend- 
ing on how rapidly the army can provide housing.

Plumbers and Gas 
Fitters’ Notes

This information, while it is of a 
general nature, is given particu- 
larly for the benefit of the new 
members, and the reason for pub- 
lishing it is 
prompted by 
the numerous 
questions that 
are 
newly initiated 
members. 

When a 
member is ini- 
tiated he is 
given a due book, with his name, 
card number, and 
and while this is strictly a plumb- 
ers and gas fitters’ union, there are 
unions within the jurisdiction of 
the united association which are 
as plumbers, gas and 
steam fitters. From the past presi- 
dent the candidate receives infor- 
mation regarding the insignia 
which hangs on the outer door of 
the meeting hall. Next, how to gain 
admittance when a meeting is in 
session, and other information re- 
garding the payment of dues which 
he is informed are two dollars per 
month, but is not made aware that 
in addition to the two dollar dues, 
we also have a two dollar working 
assessment, which is levied to de- 
fray the operating expenses of the 
office. Another question that be- 
comes necessary to explain is the 
differential in the initiation fee of 
$20.00 as indicated by the initiation 
stamp, the $25.00 in the case of the 
apprentice and the $50.00 in all 


other cases. The reason for this 
differential is that the $20.00 is the 
minimum established by the united 
association. Local unions may es- 
tablish an initiation fee in excess 
which is deemed suitable to the lo- 
cality and conditions under which 
it is maintained. Reinitiated mem- 
bers, who when retiring from the 
united association pay up their 
dues and are issued what is called 
an honorable withdrawal card, re- 
ceive a $5.00 stamp providing their 
withdrawal is kept active.

Americans, proud of this great 
nation of ours, glorying in its intel- 
lectual and economic superiority, 
}can but wonder at the enormous 
air forces flying the German, the 
Italian and the Russian flags. 

We wonder, how we with our 
wealth and our highly developed 
science of mass production are only 
third raters in air power... know- 
ing the great importance of this 
modern weapon, 


“Dollars vs Defense” is the title 
of a very informative three page 
article appearing in the October is- 
sue of the American Federationist. 
It exposes some of the real reasons 
for our lagging behind. Reasons 
jyou don’t read of in your metropol- 
itan papers. 

This article simply and com- 
pletely sheds the light on certain 
defense industries and exposes 
them as “Profits or Else” corpora- 
tions. Both labor and government 
are excluded as responsible for the 
preparedness delays. Blame for the 
snail-like pace in building a mighty 
defense is placed squarely on Cur- 
tiss-Wright, Packard, Boeing air- 
craft, DuPont de Nemours, Douglas 
aircraft, Pratt & Whitney and sim- 
ilar concerns, 

According to the A. F. of L. 
monthly publication, these manu- 
facturers and their parent body, 
the national association of manu- 
facturers, have driven hard bar- 
gains with good old Uncle Sam, be- 
fore they would start producing 
war weapons for his boys. 

Our nation is mobilizing its every 
resource in a single effort for a 
single purpose—defense. Thoughts 
of economy are thrust aside. The 
national guard is called into serv- 
ice. Conscription: hundreds of 
thousands of men to be called to 
the colors each year for five years. 
Personal plans shattered. Careers 
interrupted. Families broken up. 
Democracy must be_ protected 
against all threats. It is the one 
thing that matters above all else. 

Yet at the end of five months 
much of our production and distri- 
bution machinery was paralyzed by 
relative inactivity. Industry was 
bogged down, its activity palsied. 
Although $2,000,000,000 in defense or- 
ders were given clearance, con- 
tracts awarded, loan agreements 
negotiated, and approved most of 
this production was still on paper, | 
not yet translated into real action 
in mills, plants, shops. 

Profits or else, was heard. 

Let’s check over just a few ex- 
amples of what was happening. 

The aircraft carrier Hornet had 
to be launched without its armor 
|plate. This was due to the refusal 
of United States steel and Midvale 
steel to do business with the navy 
under the existing profit limita- 
tion. 

In the case of DuPont de Ne- 
mours the condition was that the 
government would build $20,000,000 
worth of new powder plants for 
which the public would pay and 
which DuPont would operate and 
profit from. 

The Boeing Aircraft corporation 
refused to sign a $32,000,000 con- 
tract for four-engined bombers un- 
til it could be quite sure that con- 
gress would pass profit legislation 
which suited it. 

And these are only a few of the 
demands these industries forced on 
the American people through their 
government. Demands, which in 
the stress of the national emer- 
gency, had to be met. 

And now, these same groups ap- 
peal to this same American people 
to vote for their candidate for pres- 
ident. They plaster the daily papers, 
the weekly magazines with vicious 
ads implying that all of these pre- 
paredness delays were caused by 
President Roosevelt. 

These same monied interests 
claim that our government is a 
business and should be run by a 


business man. 

They are wrong! Our government 
is not a business. It is a salvation. 
It is not money, merchandise. It is 
alive. Of the people, by the people, 
and FOR the people. Not some of 
the people, but ALL of the people. 

It is because President Rooseveit 
is not of business, not of labor, that 
he can so fairly and honestly judge 
the needs and rights of both.
